Behind prison walls he discussed the crime for which he was 
sent to prison for life with a representative of The Tribune. He 
smiled, laughed or retained an even composure as he answered 
questions of the interviewer about the death of Marie Wick in 
the Prescott hotel at Fargo, on June 7 last, his stolidity broken 
only by a twitching of the hands or shift of position in a chair 
as he talked. 


Like most men who find their way behind prison bars Gum- 
mer maintains his innocence. 


"Your nerve didn't fail you as you came in here," the in- 


terviewer remarked. 


"No, because I don't expect to be here always," replied Gum- 


mer." i figure something will turn up to solve this crime and 
111 be free." 


Kicks on Jurors

cent, thinks he got a "raw deal" in 
the Fargo jail and in his trial.

your case, didn't you?" he was asked, j

bad had enough intelligence to try, 
that kind of a case," he declared. 
"They selected men who hadn't read 
the newspapers and I don't consider 
that kind of a man of sufficient in- 
telligence to try that kind of a case. 
There were a couple of old men on 
there who were pioneers." 
"I learned one thing in that trial," 


he exclaimed, "and that is that peo- 
ple can get ~" the witness stand and 
they'll be believed as much as some- 
one telling the truth"

Lacks Prison Pallor 
"There were too many people about 


the hotel about midnight," he declared. 
"I think the crime was committed at 
one time." He refused to divulge a 
theory of the murder he declared he 
held, saying he had been advised not 
tc discuss the matter. 


Gummer lacked prison pallor al- 


though he has been in jail for months 
He was freshly shaved, and had not 
been "dressed in" as yet. He wore 
brown trousers and a Bilk shirt. This 
he will exchange for khaki trousers 
and "hickory" shirt. 


Gummer impressed all who talked 


to him, from the time he left Valley 
City 
with 
Transportation 
Officer 


Skeela early Sunday morning until 
he was behind a cell in the prison, 
with the freedom with which he dis- 
cussed the murder, and his laughter 
as he jested. He is of slight build, 
about 5 feet 10 inches in height and 
medium weight. 
Wants to Study 


The prisoner asserted that he hoped 


to get a job in the prison "where I'll 
get a chance to use my brain. A fellow 
wouldn't want to degenerate too much 
in here." 
He said he didn't know what he 


would be permitted to do but expected 
to take up some study. 


Under the prison rules Gummer 


can write one social letter a week and 
as many business letters as neces- 
sary. He also will have a chance to 
study 
Many prisoners are taking 


correspondence courses. 


Asked concerning-Andy Brown, also 


held for the crime, Gummer said: 
"From what I know of the case it was 
impossible for Brown to commit the 
crime " 
Gummer continued to discuss vari- 


ous angles of the trial freely. 
As 


the interview ended and he was led 
back to his cell, he remarked: 


"Well, don't play this up too much." 


Bronjrht Here Snnday 


Gummer 
was brought here from 


Valley City Sunday morning, arriv- 
ing just In time to eat Sunday dinner 
'in the prison. He was in charge of 
Transportation Officer William Skqels, 
v,ho left Valley City with Cummer 
about 8 a. m. and arrived in Bismarck 
at noon At Jamestown Skeels picked | 
up another prisoner, who will serve 
a five-year sentence on a charge of 
assault.

Unlike many prisoners who quake 


as they approach the forbidding walls 
of the prison, 
Gummer maintained 


the same calm he has shown at all 
times. 


One of the first things Gnmmer said 


to Warden L L. Stair was: "I'm not 
guilty of this."

"Well, that's too bad," remarked the 


Warden, "for if you were guilty I'd 
try to get you out. You know we 
have 250 men in here and they all 
say they

Result Will Be That Wheat 


Acreage Will Be Lessened 


Id to 25 Per Cent 


MORE CORN AND POTATOES 


Cutting ot North Dakota's wheat 


acreage in the interests of a larger di- 
versification of farm products in the 
state is assured according to men who 
have been in the field during tlie past 
two or three weeks in which the drive 
for a greater variety in North Da- 
kota's farming program has 'been in 
progress. Reports from all corners of 
the state are that the intensified ef- 
forts of the recent Diversified Farming 
week, initiated by Governor N«stos, 
brought home to the farm owners ot 
Nort.i Dakota the benefits and the nec- 
essity of adding to the number of 


• crops raised upon the farm and the 
necessity of keeping some live stock 
to convert a part cf these crops into 
more jnarketable products. 
The extent to which North Dakota 


will leav&Hts exclusive wheat program 
is a matter of conjecture. Joan (Haw, 
head of the county agent forces of the 
state is leported to have expressed 
a guess that the wheat acreage of the 
state will 'be lessened twenty-five per 
cent, through the planting of other 
crops. R. G. Catron, deputy commis- 
sioner of agriculture, places the pro- 
spective cut at about eighteen per cent, 
.this estimate being based on reports 
coming to the office of the commis- 
sioner of agriculture from the farm in- 
stitute workers In the field. A more 
conservative guess Is that the cut in 
wheat 'Will ibe ten per cent. 


If OP higher percentage obtains, 


North Dakota's wheat crop for 1922 
will be planted on 2,206,500 less acres 
than in 1921. If Mr. Catron's eighteen 
per cent estimate is correct, 1,588,860 
less acres of wheat will be planted, 
while if the ten per cent decrease pre- 
vails North Dakota will have 882,700 
less acres to harvest in 1922 than in 
1921. 
One of the effects of the agitation 


for a wider range ot farm cropsthas 
been to call attention to the disparity 
between the acreage of cultivated 
crops and the acreage ot small grains. 
Last year in oats, wheat, barley, rye 
and flax North Dakota's farmers at- 
tempted to raise 1^,784,000 acres. Corn 
and potatoes, the two cultivated crops, 
iwere far behind, corn having 605,000 
acres, an exceptional amount by,, the 
way, while potatoes registered, }»,000 
acres.

A visitor to Iceland has described

The -spoken language 
of today differs so little from that 
bf the Twelfth century that the Sagas

'classes. The remarkable revival of art 
aad literature and general prosperity 
has come from the reawakening of 
the national spirit early In the Nine- 
teenth century. 


Queer Earthquake Prank. 


An earthquake that shook India not
